Because there is convincing 
evidence that ninst, if not all, '• 
the S.h ial Credit federal repres¬ 
entation will bo wiped out if the 
provincial government can’t rush 
to the polls first and because 
the chief plank in the Aberhart 
campaign platform for the past 
thret years has been its cries 
against the federal government 
—and that plank would have 
to be discarded as soon as the 
federal government is either re¬ 
elected by the mandate of all 
Canada or replaced b, r a new 
government — the whole Social 
Credit party strategy within A1 
berta depends on getting to the 
polls before the federal election 
is held March 26.

The 14 Alberta members who 
have been sitting in the house 
of commons since 1935 as Social 
Credit-ers and who want to be 
re-elected have their own cm 
barrassi'ng problem—the quest 
ion of what their party will be 
w r hen they ask for votes. For 
the past year they had thought 
that the v would be “New Dem- 
r.crates”— followers of a new 
banner which they helped lion.

M Duggan revealed a striking 
document—the text of an am¬ 
azing and involved agreement 
b v which the government had 
appointed a man named J. J. 
Sousa of Calgary, a former sales 
man of household appliances, to 
undertake refunding of Albe¬ 
rta’s $150,000,000 provincial 
debt. 

A few days earlier another 
astonishing agreement between 
the government and Mr. Sousa 
had been revealed; it was a 
letter written to Mr. Sousa by 
Premier Aberhart providing foi 1 
the Calgary “financier” to arr¬ 
ange financing of $5,000,000 for 
the government to start a prov¬ 
incial bank. The government was 
to issue $5,000,000 worth of 
new provincial bonds in return 
for the financing. Then, after 
the government had obtained 
the license for the bank and got 
it started, if it decides to oper¬ 
ate the bank itself, the govern 
ment would be prepared to take 
steps to “place you or your nom¬ 
inees in a position to take over 
and operate the bank,” the prem 
icr told Mr. Soiusa in that letter 
ihich was written in the prem¬ 
iers office May 1.1938. 

A third side t 0 the strange 
negotoations between the govern 
ment and Mr. Sousa was reveal 
eu to concern a purported plan 
for construction of an Alberta 
highway to Alaska —the route 
over which Public Works Min¬ 
ister W. A. Fallow said recently 
he would sake his reputation on 
v highway being built. Confront 
ed with publication of his letter 
to Mr. Sousa. Premier Aberhart 
said that the bank proposal was 
in connection with the refund¬ 
ing idea and the highway prop 
edition, although there was no 
mention of either of them in 
the letter itself. 


Mr. Sousa and one J. H. Reed 
of Lea Angeles, have received 
personal grants for “expense ” 
from the government, however 
the most recent to hoc m e 
known was one for an unspecif 
ied amount up to several hund¬ 
red dollars last autumn to Mr. 
Sousa as expenses for a trip to 
New York and Washington. 

I’iie refunding agreement, 
which hrjd been signed by Prcm 
lor Aberhart and Provinci d 
Treasurer Low came a * a surpr 
ise when Mr. Duggan produced 
it; fiic government had kept it 
a secret since it was drawn up 
it* J.fay ci 1938. Mr. Duggan des 
cribed it as “clumsy t silly, and 
a wild goose chase,” and busin¬ 
essmen outside the house said 
that the text just did not make 
business sense. It expired a year 
ago, but the Provincial Treas 
objected when Mr. Duggan said 
tlie proposal had failed.
